May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1919. 

We regret to state that death has caused several changes in the constitution , 
of our Board during the year. Very Reverend M. Canon Coyne, P.P., repre- 
sentative of the Armagh Roman Catholic Board, died in February; Right Reverend 
P. J. Byrne, P.P., V.G., representative of the Tyrone Roman Catholic Board, died 
in March; and Reverend Canon Webb, M.A., representative of the Fermanagh 
Protestant Board died in December. We deeply deplore the loss of these valued 
colleagues. Each of them rendered meritorious service to the Board, but we think 
it will not be invidious if we make particular mention of Right Reverend P. J. 
Byrne who for twelve years held office alternately as Chairman and Vice-Chairman,, 
and whose close connection with educational matters and intimate knowledge of our 
County Tyrone estate gave a special weight to his advice. To the vacancies thus 
caused the following appointments have been made : — Mr. Patrick Lavery (Armagh), 
Very Reverend M. Dean Quinn, P.P., V.G. (Tyrone), and Right Hon. The Earl of 
Belmore (Fermanagh). 

Five Board Meetings and fifteen Standing Committee Meetings were held dur- 
ing the year, the attendances at which are given on page 15. At the Board Meeting 
of January 22nd, 1919, we elected Right Reverend P. J. Byrne to be our Chairman, 
and Reverend J. Denham Osborne, D.D., M.A., to be our Vice-Chairman for the 
year, and on July 16th we elected Very Reverend Canon MacGinley, D.D., to the 
Chairmanship rendered vacant by the death of Right Reverend P. J. Byrne. 

On pp. 8-11 we give Summaries of our Accounts which have been certified as 
correct by the Auditor of the Local Government Board. 

Our total income, including the balance brought forward from the previous 
year, was £8,622 3s. 3-^d., and our expenditure £6,515 11s. 9d., leaving a balance 
of £2.106 11s 6-ld. available for the current year. As compared with the previous

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yea?-, income proper shows a decrease of £212 9s. 3d., and expenditure an increase 
of £210 13s. 9d. The decrease is mainly the result of a less exhaustive collection of 
rent and of interest in lieu of rent, and the increase is due to larger grants having 
been made for educational purposes and to investments of accumulated income.

Expenditure. 



Capital . — During the year we invested (a) £119 7s. lid. in the purchase of 
£53 Bank of Ireland Stock, and ( b ) £230 in the purchase of £252 19s. 8d. 5 per cent. 
War Loan Stock. The former represented unexpended income belonging to the 
Limerick Diocesan School Endowment and the Preston School (Abbeyleix) Scholar- 
ship Fund, and the latter the purchase money of the premises at Drumbroccas, 
County Fermanagh, formerly used as a Police Barrack and recently sold. 


ULSTER ROYAL SCHOOL ENDOWMENTS. 

General . — We believe that, on the whole, the schools sharing in these endow- 
ments continue to be efficiently conducted. The number of “ selected ” schools is 
still eleven. The returns' dealing with these schools, their rolls, educational results, 
and the condition of the premises are, speaking generally, of a satisfactory character, 
although we note with regret the Inspector’s findings as to the ignorance displayed 
by many of the pupils in the important subject of English Grammar. For parti- 
culars on these points we would refer to the report (pages 12-14) of- our Secretary, 
who as Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, visited the various schools in September - 
October, 1919. 

Numbers . — The total number of pupils on the rolls for the year 1918-19 was 
955. as compared with 870 in 1917-18. This is by far the highest number reached 
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in our experience, and represents an increase of 10 per cent on last year’s total, 
which was itself a record. The figures speak eloquently of the growing popularity 
of the schools and probably, too, of the satisfactory financial condition of the country. 
Girls still continue to participate more widely in the benefits of the endowments, 
their roll having increased from 148 in 1916-17 to 167 in 1917-18, and to 174 in 
1918-19. 

The number of pupils presented for the Intermediate Examination in 1919 
was 457 out of a possible 527, or 86 '7 per cent, of the Intermediate Roll. This is 
slightly lower than the 87 '8 per cent, of 1918. 

Efficiency . — Tested by the results of the Intermediate Examinations, the schools, 
taken as a whole, have done well, and, as compared with Irish schools generally, 
they may be said to have done very well. Out of 457 presented for examination 281 
were successful, that is, the percentage of “ passes ” is 61 ’4. True, this is a slight 
reduction on the 62 '6 of the previous year, but then the general results of the country 
as a whole are down from 55'7 to 50 8, and, consequently, our special schools can be 
said, so far as “ passes ” at the Intermediate Examinations are concerned, to enjov 
a lead of 10 per cent. 


School Premises . — A new lighting system has been intr.oduced into Raphoe 
Royal School, and portions of the residential quarters have been very tastefully 
decorated. Otherwise there is no material change in the condition, as detailed in 
previous reports, of the various school buildings under our care. 

Qualified Schools . — We are satisfied that the eleven schools selected by the 
Local Boards of Education qualified under the Scheme for the year 1918-19 and 
we accepted as evidence of this qualification the certificate of the Lord Lieutenant’s 
Inspector given on page 14. 

Local Boards — In accordance with Section 48 of the Scheme we received 
reports from the various Local Boards of Education as to their proceedings during 
the school year 1918-19. These reports are generally of a satisfactory character 
Ail the material requirements of the Scheme have been duly observed ; the attendance 
of members at Board meetings has been good, and there was not the same amount 
of delay m having the accounts audited as had been the case in some previous 
years. r 


Other Endowments. 


Preston Endowment. —The gross income of this endowment was £888 11s 5d 
as compared with £958 14s^ 9d, for the previous year, the main cause of the decrease 
being a sma ler collection of interest in lieu of rent, as the result of proceedings with 
regard to a labourer s plot. After payment of the necessary outgoing the following 
allocations were made to the Governing Bodies of the three Schools named King’s 
Hospital Oxmantown £148 IBs. 3d.; Preston School, Navan. £403 Os. lOd ■ ano' 
Preston School, Abbeyleix, £270 5s. lid. 


Preston School Navan .—' This school still continues to make marked progress 
under the present Headmaster Mr. S. Eea Meek, B.A. The roll now number! 42

Inspector reports The Preston School continues to do good work. The number 

Sr PUP i 1 t S “ cre 5r e v’ and tile Board are making arrangements to provide an 
additional teacher. We have called the attention of the Governing Body to certain 
repairs to the premises declared to be necessary by the Inspector of the Board of 
Works, and we understand that due action is being taken in the matter. In addition 
to mamtammg the Schoo 1 , the Governors provide for Scholarships in accordance 
with the Amending Scheme of July 26th, 1912. P accordance 
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Preston School , Abbeyleioc . — In January, 1919, this School suffered a great loss- 
through the death of its Head Master, Mr. Robert Hampton, B. A., who for eighteen 
years had rendered valuable and ungrudging service to the educational interests of 
the district. The new Head Master, Mr. Arthur E. Layng, LL.D., was appointed 
with as little delay as possible, but the substantial break, which the change inevitably 
caused, told on the fortunes of the school, with the result that the roll fell from 20 
to 17 (all day pupils), 'and that of five candidates presented for the Intermediate Ex- 
aminations only one passed. The Lord Lieutenant's Inspector reports that a fairly 
satisfactory course was read having regard to all the circumstances, and that the- 
premises are in good order. For the want of candidates, this is theJ fifth successive 
year in which the University scholarship attached to the school has not been awarded. 
The accumulations of income thus caused are invested periodically. During the year 
a sum of £51 16s. 3d. was invested in the purchase of £23 Bank of Ireland Stock. 

Carysfort Endowment. — The Schools sharing in this endowment are Sheeana, 
Ballinatone, Aughrim, Ballycreen, and Mucklagh National Schools, the two first 
named being under Protestant, and the remaining three under Roman Catholic 
management. A sum of £127 was divided equally between the two denominations. 
The reports of the National Board Inspectors may be described as very good with 
regard to one of the Schools, as good with regard to three, and as very fair with 
regard to the fifth. No -change has taken place in the unsatisfactory condition of 
the Mucklagh premises. 

The Leamy Endowment , Limerick . — During the year we distributed between 
the Leamy Local Boards of Education a sum of £203 5s. 2d. . On the day of 
inspection the roll of the High School, under Protestant management, was 20, and 
that of the National School, under Roman Catholic management, was 489. The- 
Inspector refers to the latter School in terms of praise, but with regard to the High 
School, he states that, although the roll has increased and the teaching in some of 
the subjects is satisfactory, much remains to be done before the School can be said 
to be really successful. 


The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk.— Two Schools established their 
claim to share m this Endowment namely St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, in respect 
ot 35 pupils, and the Christian Schools, Dundalk, in respect of 5 pupils. We divided 
the sum of £53 13s 4d. between them in proportion to these numbers. 

Banks Endowment, Eyrecourt.— The Trustees mentioned in the Scheme again 
submitted a plan for the application of the income during the year 1919 and 
m accordance therewith a sum of £23 11s. lOd. was devoted to the teaching of Shirt- 
making, Knitting, &c., and to providing prizes for attendance, diligence and im- 
provement m the several standards, in the School at Eyrecourt under the manage- 
ment of Very Rev Dean Aldridge. The report on the work done is satisfactory. 

The Diocesan Schools and Banagher Royal School Endowments.— In accordance 
with the plan adopted some years ago we paid the following sums for the benefit of 
pupds attending Intermediate Schools in the districts named: — £12 Dioceses of 
Leighlm and Ossory; £24 Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh; £28, Dioceses of Tuam 
Killala and Achonry, and £38, King’s County. In Meath and Ardagh and King’s 
County sums of £26 and £40 respectively, were offered for competition, but the 
lesser amounts named were actually awarded, owing to the fact that in two cases- 
the standard required for £6 prizes was not reached, and £4 prizes were substituted. 
These sums are m addition to the £88 paid earlier m the year as grants for School 
appliances or equipment to eight Intermediate Schools in the King’s County. 

Anne Hall Endowment, Lattone School.— The Lattone portion of the endow- 
ment still continues to be devoted to the reduction of the debt incurred in enlarging' 
and. repairing the School premises. The Inspector reports that “ the general efin 

TZ Ctl0n g !7? “ Sc ^ol .is now of a very fair standard,” but 
states that the building used for technical instruction is quite unsuitable We are 
taking steps to have some necessary repairs carried out. 


Limerick Diocesan School Endowment.— No expenditure was incurred durinr 
the year hut a sum l of £67 11s. 84 was invested in the purchase of £30 Bank of 
Ireland Stock. On December 31, 1919. the property in our possession, in addition to- 
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the School buildings, consisted of £138 5s. 2d. War Loan 5 per cent. Stock, £84 
12s 6d. War Loan 3^ per cent. Stock, £310 12s. 6d. Railway Stock, £30 Bank of 
Ireland Stock, and £34 17s. 7d. cash, the income for the year being £44 14s. 5d. 

Annuities. — Mr. Curt Hennig, ex-assistant master of Enniskillen Royal 
School, who enjoyed an annuity of £22, died on October 21, 1919. The charge for 
annuities is thus reduced from £205 13s 4d. to £183 13s. 4d. 


ESTATE MANAGEMENT. 

On pp. 10-11 we give Summaries of our Rentals for the year 1917-18, together 
with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding period. 

Rentals . — As compared with last year the gross rental shows an increase of 
£8 16s. 0d.. the figures being £1,864 9s. 2d. now as against £1,855 13s. 2d. in 1917. 
Carysfort remains unchanged. Tyrone Rental Proper is increased by £3 6s. 6d., and 
the Bog Rental by £5 9s. 6d. 

A rrears — The general condition of the arrears compares favourably with that 
of last year, the total outstanding having decreased from £1,300 11s. 2d. to £1,219 
9s. 6d. Taking the. estates separately, Carysfor.t shows no arrears, the amount 
outstanding on the last returns (£14 9s. 6d.) 'plus a full year’s rent having been 
collected during the year. On the Tyrone Estate the arrears have been substantially 
reduced, £1,219 9s. 6d. taking the place of £1,286 Is.- 8d. An improvement of £66 
12s 2d. has thus been effected, viz., £47 15s. 9d. on the- Rental Proper, and £18 
16s. 5d. on the Bog Rental. A pleasing feature of the Rental Proper is that in only 
one case has no rent been collected, so that the object for which we have been so 
long striving, viz., that the annual returns should show receipts in respect of each 
individual holding has been all but accomplished. On the Bog Rental there are 15 
lettings on foot of which no rent has been collected. This result is capable of im- 
provement, but it is at least a decided advance on that of two years previously when 
there were 48 defaulters. The' Agent, having been asked for an explanation of the 
16 cases referred to, says : — ■“ The defaulting case on the Rental Proper has been 
the subject of an equity suit which delayed collection, and that as to the Bog Arrears, 
he is taking the necessary steps, including legal proceedings, to recover them.” 

All of which we have the honour to submit to Your Excellency as our Report in 
the premises.

With regard to the Inspection for the Year 1918-1919 of the Schools selected by the 
Local Boards of Education to share in the 

Ulster Royal School Endowments, 


As Inspector appointed by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for the school year 1918-1919, I 
made my Inspection of these Schools in September-October, 1919. The number of such schools on 
the present occasion is eleven— the same as last year— the various girls’ Schools being regarded as 
branches of the corresponding boys’ Schools.

School Rolls — The total number of pupils on the rolls for the year just closed is 955 as compared 
with 870 in the previous year. This is much the strongest roll in my experience— now extending over a 
neriod of sixteen years -and it is all the more significant seeing that for a considerable period the annual 
returns have told the same tale of a consistent and substantial increase. Taking the period since the 
outbreak of the late war. we find that a roll of 686 in 1914 has risen to 955 m 1919, a remarkable contrast 
certainly, and one which suggests in no undecided manner the growing popularity of the schools ! In 
- explanation of this continuing and pronounced increase I can but again suggest (1) that the restrictions 
prevailing in England as the result of war and post-war conditions may have induced parents to send 
to Irish schools children who otherwise would have gone farther afield, and (2) that the prosperity enjoyed 
bv Ireland during the war may have placed the benefits of secondary education within the reach of many 
who formerly found the school fees prohibitive. All classes— boys and girls, boarders and day pupils— 
show larger numbers, and if we except one school, where the average intelligence is distinctly mediocre, 
it may be said that the general run of the pupils is above the normal standard. Remarkable increases 
in individual school rolls are the following :— Royal School, Enniskillen (Portora), from 98 to 134, and 
St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, from 46 to 74. 

The number on the Intermediate Rolls, that is, those available for the Intermediate ^-animations 
was 527 or 55 ■ 1 per cent., as against 500, or 57 -4 per cent., last year. This slight falling off is the result 
of a commendable desire on the part of many of the schools to form strong preparatory classes. Of 
the 527 possible candidates, 457 were presented for examination, that is, 86 -7 per cent which as shghtly 
below the 87 -8 of last year. In this connection it is satisfactory to note that two of the schools which 
presented for examination only a comparatively small proportion of their rolls last year sent forward 
much larger numbers on the present occasion. 

Educational Efficiency , -Tested by the results of the recent Intermediate Examinations, the schools 
taken as a whole have done well, the successful candidates numbering 281 out of 4o7 presented foi 
examination. That is. the percentage of passes is 61 -4. True, this is a slight reduction on the 62 -6 
of last year but then two circumstances have to be takenfinto account. Firstly, the Influenza epidemic 
seriously affected all the schools, and on a low computation it may be said that at least three working 
weeks were lost in the school Tear. Secondly, the general results for the country as a whole are reduced 
torn 55 7 to 50 8. Consequently, we have the pleasing facts (1) that notwithstanding the ravages of 
Influenza the results of our particular eleven schools are only 1 -2 per cent, lotver than last year s, and 
(21 that the superiority of these schools over Irish schools generally, as regards Intermediate results, is 
measured by a percentage of 10 ■ 0. , while last year that superiority was represented by apercentageoi [6 -8. 
The boys have done much better than the girls, the respective percentage of posses oemg 6- ■ 6 and 53 -9. 
Lost 5 -ear, on the other hand, the girls were more successful, their percentage being 67 ■ 8 as ogamst 61-8 
for the boys. 

The fine percentages scored by the following schools should be noted :— St. Macarten’s, Monaghan, 
85-1 ■ RiO val ^School . Enniskillen (boys), 82 ; and Royal School, Enniskillen (girls), /0 St. Macarten s 
is a particularly brilliant performance in view' of the fact that absolutely every boy within the prescribed 
aeL was presented for examination. Three of the eleven schools are below the general average for the 
country as a whole. In one case Geometry was mainly accountable m another Arithmetic and in 
?he third the comparative failure may, Ithink.be attributed to the Headmaster’s long and, unfortunately, 
fatal illness. 

A close analysis of the results obtained by the various schools indicates that Mathematics were 
responsible for the majority of failures, and that languages generally were satisfactory. Ill two of the 
schools French was not taken as an Intermediate subject, but I satisfied myself that It was taught so as 
to comply with the provisions of the scheme. Again I would refer to the unsatisfactory state of affairs 
as re-ards knowledge of English grammar. Simple sentences being given, questions were asked as to 
(11 whv a noun was in a particular case, (2) what cases prepositions take after them, (3) why who 
n one sentence becomes g whom ” in another, hut in the vast majority of instances anything but m- 
SlSmtTnswers were given. In only two of the schools tested was a fair standard reached, and I would 
, L „aiu urge Local Boards to follow the example of the Fermanagh R. C. Board, which m recent Free 
Place Programmes assigns special bonus marks for proficiency m parsing. 

Buildings Emipmmt, eic.-Qe nerally, the buildings of the various schools may be said to be in 
r cdndiS But! with regard to Cavan Royal School, this observation must be taken as limited to 
r condition. , o „ . A considerable amount has been spent during the year on 


aM”the new lighting system introduced into Raphoe Royal School, 
AS well as the tasteful decoration of the headmaster’s quarters deserve special mention. The necessary 
nnkeen of the schools under the various Roman Catholic Boards has also received due attention As to 
equipment, the most necessary requirements are a further supply of maps and more modem desks. 

Some points noted are : — 

Armaqh Royal School .— Woodwork of buildings facing public road needs pamting. 
Cavan Royal School .— The room until recently used as classroom for junior pupils, is 
becoming dilapidated. 

Enniskillen Royal School (Sir Is ).— 1 There is no playground for day pupils 
Dungannon Royal School— A partition is still badly needed in the large classroom (girls ). 
St. Patrick' a Academy, Dungannon . — The extern lavatory (boys ) should be kept m better 
condition
